The President sys 
to-cay that he feels very tired but makes no 
other allusions to his fever of yesterday.

Hopeful Hamilton. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—Dr. Frank H. Ham- 
ilton said this morning regarding the condi- 
tion of the President: *“‘The pulse and tem- 
perature of ali healthy persons are higher in 
the p.m. than in the morning. It does not 
matter whether the body is in a state of 
repose or active. The increase of |both 
pulse and temperature regularly takes place

FETE OF THE BASTILE, 

PARIS, July 12.—The papers say the Fete 
of the Revolufion and of the Republic, which 
occurs Thursday next, the ninety-first an- 
niversary of the taking of the Bastile, will 
Tbe celebrated with greater eclat than it 
was last year. The city has already assumed 
asemi-festive appearance. The official build- 
ings are resplendent with bunting, while 
everywhere is visible the outlines of what 
willdevelop into a brilliant iilumination. 
Huge flagstaffs have been erected on all va- 
captspaces. There will bea splendid Vene- 
tian fete in the Bois du Boulogne with bands 
of music and tireworks on the lakes, 
There will also be pyrotechnic 
displays at Mentmartre, Bellevill>, 
Point du Jour and other conspicuous points 
and a free performance at the theaters. 


Egypt. 

LONDON, July 12.—The Khedive of kgypt 
has informed France that he would actin 
conformity with the wishes of the Porte, and 
therefore would not recognize the proposed 
French protectorates in Tunis. This state- 
ment has caused some surprise in Paris, 
where it has Leen believed that the intrigues 
earried on in Cairo and Alexandria by the 
French embassies wonld sway the Khedive 
tothe Frenchside. In Paris it is the belief 
that the present attitude of the Khedive is 
due to the preponderation of inQuence of the 
English Government.

About a thousand persons occupied the 
parquette and balconies to witness 
the breaking of the fast. Griscom was intro- 
duced by Dr. W. K. Harrison, who gave per- 
sonal and professional assurance that the fast 
had been bona fide in every. respect. 
Giriscom responded briefly, but in a 
voice sufliciently full and strong to: be 
pene pe heard allover the house. He gave a 

yrief review of the Tanner fast and made com- 

parisons between his undertaking and that of 
the former. He believed fasting beneticial and 
thoroughly consistent, he assured them. He 
then placed himself at the table,which was set 
in the middle of thestage and boun i ullyset 
with strawberries, milk toast, peaches, brea’, 
cheese, cakes, and jellies. He broke bis fast 
by slowlv drinking a glass of rich milk. Tobis 
he followed with a second, pleasantiy con- 
versing with the audience. Ile slowly ate two 
slices of milk toast and drank a cup of 
coffee. He then ule a larce 
saucer of ripe strawberries, covering them 
with sugar. The only effect of the food was 
to induce a full feeling in his head. Ie said 
the food tasted very guod, but he was not 
suffering from hunger. The tirst mouthfulls 
were loudly eheered. His dinner lasted 
about an hour.

A TEXAS DESPERADO. 
Some Interesting Points in the Career 
o1 Ben Thompson, Esq. 


From the Philadeiphia Times. 


In Austin, the capital of Texas, lives a not- 
ed character who has probably killed as 
many men as John Wesley Hardin, whose 
career was sketched in these columns a few 
weeks ago, but he isa type of a different 
species of desperado. Ben Thompson is the 
keeper of the leading gambling saloon on 
Commerce street. Met here in Philadelphia 
he would be set down as a mild-mannered 
dry-goods clerk or possibly a young student 
of divinity. His bands are as white as those 
of a ludy, and his drooping moustache, mild 
eyes and natty appearance are neyer asso- 
clated in our mind with our idea of the 
Texas rufiian. Ben is of slight 
figure and of so little physical strength 
that his wife and diminutive boy in 
romping with him can throw him down and 
hold him, but when you cometo the matter 
of pistols Ben is a phenomenon in his way. 
No man in Texas can draw quicker, and no 
one is bis superior in marksmanship. He 
considers himself certain to bita man every 
time at a hundred yards and I wouldn’t give 
him the opportunity to test the matter at 
that distance for any earthly inducement. 
Ben is Egplish by birth and is 57 years old. 
He came Yo this country when very small. 
His mother was killed By a runaway slave 
and Ben and bis brother Bill developed a tal- 
ent for shooting atatender age. He once 
made an effort to enumerate all the shooting 
affrays in which he had been engaged, but was 
compelled to giveitup. ‘The most that he 
could do was to recall those in which the re- 
sult was fatal. 

“Ben once did mea good service,’ said a 
school teachertome. ‘‘'l went into a gamb- 
ling saloon down at Palestine and everything 
was going along right andthe hour was pretty 
late, when all at once one of the biggest bul- 
lies in Texas accused me of cheating. It was 
untrue, for I never cheated atcards. I am 
ahighly moral man and an instructor of 
youth and when I gamble [ do so on the 
square. Ldiffered from the gentleman, but 
what did he do but just level his six-shooter 
at me and say he would give me precisely two 
minutesin which ‘tosaymyprayers.’ The 

eriod was altogether too short 

or me to compose my mind in; I hadn’t any 
weapon with me, and if I had ne had the drop 
on me, so I made up my mind that there was 
no help for me and that the time had come 
forme to goup higher; but some one just 
then said in a quiet voice: ‘I guess I 
wouldn’t.’ The bully: and myself looked 
around at the same instant and saw Ben 
Thompson, with his pistol pointed at my ex- 
ecutioner. ‘Oh, he’s a friend of your’s, is he’ 
said the latter, with which he shoved his pis- 
tol back in his pocket. I appreciate that sort 
of favor as any man would, especially as I had 
never before spoken to Ben and he had not 
the honor of my acquaintance.”’ 

Thompson, when oniy a boy, entered the 
Confederate service, but soon quarreled with 
a lieutenant, who struck him. Thempson 
instantly shot him dead. For this he was 
imprisoned in the guard house und fastened 
with a chain to the floor while awaiting court- 
martial. The continement so infuriated him 
‘that he set fire to the guard house, taking the 
chances of burning to death, and escaped. 
Some time after he went to Mexico where he 
served under Maximilian. Hejdid more in- 
dividual shooting on his own account than he 
did for the unfortunate Austrian. He occi- 
sionally went out to hunt up deserters. If 
they were disposed to argue the question 
with Captain Thompson he usually brought 
matters toa full stop by punctuating the dis- 
cussion with a ball from his pistol. 

SHOOTING A SHERIFF, 

tp in Missouri at a small town, Bill 
Thompson, while under the influence of 
liquor. gotinto a difficulty, shot his man and 
detied the authorities. All the officers in the 
place were summoned to effect the arrest, 
and Bill took refuge in a grocery store where 
Ben went to his assistance. Each hada rifle, 
and, barricading the front, they shot down all 
who approached. 

The sheriff, who was endeavoring to pur- 
suade Billto give bimself up, approached 
him for the purpose of trying further argu- 
ment, when Bill tired and struck the officer 
in the side. He spun around on his feet sev- 
eral times and feli dying on the ground, call- 
ing the name of his wife. The mustake was a 
dreadful one and Ben was angered. Turning 
to his brother he told him, with considerable 
profaniiy, that be had shot their best friend 
and was too drunk to take care of himself. 

The sieze was maintained until late at night 
When Benstole out the rearof the store, 

byought up a horse, mounted his brother 
upon itand got away safely, Two vears later 
Bill Thompson surrendered himself to the au- 
thoritics, was tried and acquitted. 

A short time after Ben was down at Laredo 
onthe Rio Grande, where he plaved until 
night, when trouble arose. The majority of 
the crowd were Mexicans and on the instant 
every onedrew his pis'ol an | the cheerful pop 
pop was heard in every direction. The lights 
were extinguished and in complete darkness 
the fusilade wenton. It may be said that it 
was Thompson against the entire crowd, for 
nearly all of them were shooting at him. The 
very second the lights went out Ben darted to 
one of the deep windows in the adobe wall 
from Which be fired at random. The bullets 
were hustling all around, but nove struck 
him. After awhile, when it became evident 
he could not keep concealed much longer he 
leaped out the window, swam the Rio Grande 
andjgot back home without a scratch. 


One quiet, moonlight evening he was at his 
house in Austin, romping with his little boy, 
Vhen Capt. Rabb came running up, almost 
reathless, and asked Ben to help defend him. 
The Captain was slightly wounded and both 
thumbs were bleeding from tire continued 
and furious cocking of his pistols. Lis story 
wasthat Lieutenant Coombs and a. dozen 
cow-bovs were in the streets hunting for him. 
(oombs bad taken enough liquor to make a 
Jim Currie of him and he swore that the Cap- 
tain should never see the sunrise. They had 
exchanged shots, but when Rabb found the 
cow boys were atthe Lieutenant’s back and 
they were determined tipon assassinating him, 
he fled to Thompson for help. 

Ben’s mother and wife begged him not to 
ro, asthe Captain would remain at their 
Smee and would be safe. Ben, however, did 
pot waitto puton hat or coat, but eatching 
up his revolyer, said if he knew his own 
heart. and oe thous he did, that was the 
kind of business that he liked, and the two 
started on a ventie run down the slope to the 
main street of Austin. 

A BATTLE IN VHE STREET. 

Lieut. Coombs was onthe rampage that 
night, as may be said. He had mounted his 
horse and was riding up and down the street 
shouting forCapt. Rabb, while the mounted 
cow-boys were bowling at his back and equal- 
ly clamorous fora victim. Finding that the 
Captain bad vanished, the Lieutenant then 
yelled for Ben Thompson, demanding that 
some one should bring him forth that the 
Lieutenant micht show the citizens bow ar- 
tistically be would end his existence, 

‘Show me Ben Thompson!” he called out, 
bringing bis horse to stand-stillin the mia- 
die of the street. “Dilgivea hundred dol- 
lars to the fellow who will trot outthe cow- 
ard: won't some one show me Ben Thomp- 
son 

“Here he is.”’ 

The answer came from asmall man, bare- 
headed and in his shirt sleeves, who up- 

red at that moment on the pavement. In- 
vtantly the crowd saw what was coming aod 
feil back. ‘ Ben advanced into the street. 

“Are you Ben Thompson?” asked the 
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fired, and the mustang upon which the Lieu- 
tenant had been seated, reared wildly, 
plunged @ few steps and felldead. Tnomp- 
son then wheeled toward the cow-bovs who 
were coming up, and opened fire on them. 
He shot at random, but he struck one and iu- 
stantly a wild panic took possession of them 
all. rning about, they galloped at full 
speed down the street toward the opeu coua- 
try, While Ben chased them a hundred yards 
or 80, emptying his revolver and taunting 
_ daring them to turn and give him bat- 
ile. 

This affray, which is strictly true, proves 
Tbompson to possess great personal courage, 
for ke never engaged in any tight where the 
odds were more against him and where he 
accomp' ished greater results. He has taken 
risks which would be madness with anyone 
elec. “When a man is bent on fighting,” he 
says, ‘*I reason with him and try to show him 
bow foolish he is; but if there is no stopping 
bim. why, I let hfm fire first; that fixes me 
all right on the plea of self-defense.” 

It has been Thompson’s custom for years to 
follow this practice, which some day will 
prove fatal to him. On Christmas Eve three 
vears ago he went into a variety performance 
u short distance from his place. While the 
proprietor, a large Irishman, was moving 
among the audience some one threw a handful 
of lampblack in his face. He accused a boy 
of it and was about to eject him, when Ben 
Thompson interfered. The quarrel became 
hot and Thompson slapped his face. The pro- 
prictorinafury ran bebind the bar at the 
other end of the room and, catching up a 
double-barreled gun, fired both charges point 
blank at Thompson, who was not adozen vards 
distant. In accordance with that extraordina- 
ry rule of his, Thompson waited until the other 
had discharged the gun before he fired, and in 
accordance With that wonderful good fortune 
which bas attended Thompson so far, some one 
struck the muzzle of the gun at the instant 
of shooting, so thatthe terrible !oad tore its 
way through Thompson’s coat at the waist, 
passing so close as slightly to graze the flesh. 
As a matter of course Ben instantly returned 
the tireandthe landlord was killed. While 
the fight was under wav the bartender had 
out a huge pistol, which he was doing his 
utmost to discharge at Thompson, but at the 
critical moment it would not go off. Just as 
it was ready the landlord fell and Ben turned 
the muzzle of his weapon towards tbe bar- 
fender, who instantly dropped down behind 
the bar, but left the end of his long pistot 
sticking above the edge of the counter. 
Guided by that Thompson fired at the point 
where he supposed the head was and the 
builet entered the upper jaw, rendering the 
poor fellow hors du combat on the instant. 

‘*SFLF-DEFENSE.’”’ 

Ben was tried for this and acquitted on his 
old plea of self-defense. **Yousee,”’ hesays, 
with a laugh, “tif 1 hadn’t waited for him to 
fire first it would have gone hard with me.’’ 

So it would, but if that friendlv hand had 
not interfered with the aim of the proprietor 
it would have gone still harder with Thomp- 
son, Who was threatened with lynching by 
the sons of Hibernia on account of the affair. 
Ben was in the jail at the time awaiting trial, 
and he asked the keeper to furnish him with 
several riiles and revolvers and to allow John 
Wesley Hardinthe same. Then he wouldn’t 
want anything more agreeable than a strug- 
cle to the death with the one hundred Irish- 
men who threatened the attack. Thompson 
agreed, too, that as soon as the little business 
was settled he and Hardin would surrender 
their weapons and go back to their quarters. 
The offer was declined and the attack was not 
made. 

It was supposed that Matthews, the bar- 
tender, who testified on the trial, could not 
live, as he was badly wounded in the head, 
but be was recovering, when he went to 
Brooklyn, from which point the report came 
back to Austin that he had caught cold in the 
wound and died. Last autumn, whilein a 
conversation with the editor of the Hot 
Springs Sentinel, this matter came up. I 
mnentioned the incident and said that it was 
supposed that Matthews was dead. "9 
euess not,’ said the editor with a laugh, ‘‘for 
1 feel in pretty good condition. There’s the 
scar made by Ben’s bullet and [’ve got three 
bullets in my body,placed there by the Mayor 
of Hot Springs.”’ 

Ben’s gambling saloon is directly beneuth 
the composing rooms of the Austin Statesman. 
The printers keepthe door open, for every 
now and then Ben amuses himself by shoot- 
ing atthe different objects about the apart- 
ment, and there is no telling what he will set 
up asatarget. The ice-cooler and the dice- 
box are both punctured by pistol balls, and he 
is fond of clipping iocks from aman’s head 
when heis busy ata game, just to see bow 
quickly the crowd can get out of the place. 
As some of his stray shots are liable to go up 
through the thin ceiling among the printers 
of tbe Austin Statesman the stranger walking 
along the street is frequently entertained bye 
the curious sight of the men leaping pell-mel! 
out of the windows or rushing down stairs 
until the fusilade is over. Thompson keeps 
the floor of the printing office so well perfo- 
rated that the composing room of the Austin 
Statesman may be suid to be one of the best 
ventilated in Texas. 


A Big Purchase. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The first payment of 3200,000 upon the 
4,000,000 acres of land purchased in Florida 
by the Philadelphia company was made on 
Tuesday by Mr. Hamilton Disston. 
tor of ithe Floridiaa, published in Tailahas- 
see, during a recent visit in Philadelphia, 
spoke favorably of this immense purchase, 
which comprises about one-eighth of the 
State of Florida. 
exceJlent and offered strong inducements to 
immigrants. All the tropical fruits would 
grow there, and the pineapple came to per- 
fection without attention. Bannan and cas- 
savas grew in profusion, and the soil was 
linely adapted to the growth of vegetables and 
melons. Immigrants, he said, were coming 
from the Southwest, and to some ex 
tent from the New Enzland States, 
but the creat trouble with them 
Was that they came with visions of orange 
groves and not caring to till the soil. Florida 
Was vetting her share of immigration, ut not 
as much as Texas. The interior of the State 
wWasto be improved with railroad facilities 
Which would intersect the recent purchases 
by the Philadelphians, and give outlet to the 
Gulf, the Atlantic, and also to the North and 
south. When the Everglades, which also 
have been “purchased by the Philadelphia 
cupitalists, were rendered valuable by drain- 
the Okeechobee Lake, and were cultivated 
for sugar, corn, rice andthe tropical fruits, 
they would need the accommodations offered 
by the railroad improvements which would 
vradually be extended into sil that country. 
This, of course, isthe rosy view of a great 
venture which is doubtless honestly made, 
but which at present has not passed the 
stave of experiment. If the rosy view proves 
to be the true one, the projectors will reap a 
rich reward, and everyone will be clad to see 
the waste places of Florida settled by an in- 
dustrious and thrifty population. 


Chinamen Pouring Into Australia. 
From the Sydney Herald. 


Within the last fortnight upward of two 
thousand Chinese bave arrived, and there is 
now avery large number afloat en route 
from Hong Khong to this colony. The Chi- 
nese Who are here explain that the exodus 
from the bome country is occasioned by the 
great depression Which exists there. ‘Phe 
bew-comers are ignorant people, Who are un- 
able to cither read or write. It is only by 
great self-denial that they are able to serape 
together suflicient monev (about £8, we be- 
lieve) to pay for their passage, and the 
ereat part of them are almost penniless when 
they land here. Some of the Chinese mer- 
chants in Sydney believe that before the year 
is out twenty thousand Chinese willland at 
this port. unless some check can be put npon 
the inflow. Instead of being, as many people 
think, a source of profit to the Chinese em- 
plovers of labor bere the immigrants prove a 
scrious burden, for they haye to be housed 
and fed until they can be sent or forced to go 
into the country. The majority of Chinese 
merchants and residents in Sydney are averse 
tothe wholesale importation of Chinese to 
this colony such as is now taking place.

An Imerview With the Diva—Her Pro- 
posed American Tour. 

London Correspondence of New York Herald, 

Somapy rumors and exuggerated state- 
ments have been spread xsbroad respecting 
Mme. Patti’s proposed visit to America that 
I trave felt justified in procuring an interview 
with thefamous Diva. Ifound Mime. -Patti 
in her beautiful London home in Primrose 
Hill road, which is fitted in astyle of exqtt- 
site taste and luxury. Mme. Patti-said that 
she had quite made up her mind to visit 
America, and that passage for herself and M. 
Nicolini, for ber secretary, M. Franchi, and 
ber personal attendants had been already 
taken for the Servia, sailing 
October 22. Mme. Patti said, “I shall 
not delay my visit, which has long been pro- 
jected and anticipated. I wish to visit the 
bome of mv youth while my voiceis still at 
its best. Thev will then hear what [ am at 
the present moment and judge for themselves 
the truth of what has been said about me. I 
would not like Americans to say, ‘Patti has 
come merehy to get money.’ [ want to go 
back while ny powers of voice are unimptir- 
ed and [ think they have never been greater. 
I wantto bring back as a good souvenir mv 
visit to the c. un rv Where I was brought up.” 
Mme. Patti desired me expressly to 
contradict the rumors that she would 
demand such extravagant prices as $20 a seat. 
‘Tne matter of the price of seats was left en- 
tirely with her own manager. She has refused 
to entertvin all offers from American and 
Kpvlish impresarios. Mme. Patti expects to 

apa good reward whereversbe goes, but lI 
found her ideas of the expected net gain to be 
surprising in their modesty. Her stay in 
Awerica will not exceed four months, during 
which time she expects to give about thirty 
concerts. Her agentin America bas aiready 
secured halls. Herintention is, besides ordi- 
pary concerts, to give a few concerts in larger 
balls, like tbe Seventh Regiment Armory and 
Cincinnati Masic Hal!, probably with in- 
creased orebestra. 

Mme. Patti would also be inélined, if suit- 
able arrangements were made, to give a few 
representations of these operasin which she 
bas made her fame, including onein which 
she has never been heard, I believe, in Eu- 
rope—namely, *‘Lohengrin.” singing the part 
of Elsa to Nicolini’s Lohengrin. Iwas some- 
Whit surprised to learn that Mme. Patti is as 
devoted a Wagnerian us M. Nicolini, who can 
stillgive arendesingof the Knight of the 
Grail equal to most tenors of the Italian stage, 
and tbaf she was asked by Hans Richter 
and promised tosing the part of Gundry in 
Wagner’s new opera, ‘*Parcival,” at Bayre- 
utb if the character would suit her physique. 
To carry out her Ameriean tour Mme. Patti 
has made some finaneial sacrifices and has 
refused 20,000f. per evening at Monte Carle, 
and at Madrid, for the winter season, 10,000f. 
for thirty nights, with a splendid mansion, 
valued at 300,000f., tobe her own property 
and deeded forever, so as to induce her to re- 
peat hervisits. ‘*So,’? added Mme. Patti 
laughingly, **I don’t think I sball be charged 
with visiting America simply for tbe 
purpose -f muking money.” You will be glid 
to learn that Mme, Putti isin sp'endid voice. 
1 beard ber as Giulietta in Gounod’s opera a 
few nights ago, with M. Nicolini as Romeo. 
She held her audience spellbound with her 
brilliant and impassioned singing.

Patti would, I believe, 
regret to leave America without having been

Parliamentary speeches out of session will 
now be the order of the day throughout Ger- 
many.

The youthful orator’s hear- 
ers were enthusiastic, and when he exclaim- 
ed, *“*‘Down with the Radical ring! down 
with Radical tyranny! Go ana join Prince 
Bismarck, and vou will find him vour truest, 
warmest friend’’ — enthusiasm became 
frenzy.

In old times when fair cha/ciaines were 
shutup in gloomy feudal castles, afraid to 
stir beyond the esplanade lest they should be 
carried off -by some ardent neighbor, thev 
would have gone crazy had they not found 
some employment. Reading was not then 
known beyond the monasteries: there was no 
circulating library near where *‘Lady Aud- 
ley’s Secret” or **Kast Lynne’? might be had 
to woo ennui away, and so gentlewomen 
through the length and breadth of Europe 
turned to needlework as a refuge from in- 
sanity. It was the direct product of the con- 
ditions of the times; there was nothing else to 
do, and hence those splendid, rich 
tapestries which are the glory of 
the middle ages into being. Art 
needlework, however, can not now compete 
with the hundreds of avenues open to wo- 
men. The onlv ladies now immured are the 
Luns in the convents, and it is even vet their 
great industry. The philanthropists should 
turn to something more in accord with the 
times. Supposing it were possible for a 
woman to reproduce the Gobelin tapestry, 
she could not obtain twenty-five cents.a day 
for her labor. Woman’s work must be some- 
thing that will exercise her peculiar supple- 
ness of touch, lineness of instinct and not 
demand great bodily strength. Such an em- 
ployment is to be found in wood engraving 
and all its kindred arts—in photography, in 
telegraphy, in bank-telling, in type writing, 
in stenography, in short ina long catalogue of 
employments which pay for the work actually 
done, and Which do not discriminate, as in 
the school-room, according to the sex rather 
than the ability of the worker.

THE murder of young PuGHof Cincinnati 
by the fiendish red skins of New Mexico re- 
calls the memory of one ofthe most brilliant 
men that the phenomenal State of Ohio ever 
produced. GEORGE E. PUGH was a natural 
lawyer. He possessed a mind naturally acute, 
enriched with the finest scholarship. It used 
to be said of him by bis intimate friends that 
there was nothing that he didn’t know some- 
thing about. He could speak three or four 
languages; be could walk along a country 
road, pluck flowers by the wayside and dis- 
course on botany,or cofild lie on his back of a 
summer evening and point outevery constella- 
tion inthe heavens and detail all that science 
bad ever developed touching the planets. 
As an orator he was eloquent and magnetic. 
He ran to radical extremes in politics, but 
the Democracy of Ohio never had a more 
able defender. They always felt prepared 
for battle when PvGu was at the head of the 
column. Most people, judging from his spark- 
lipg and Vivacious nature, supposed 
him to -be of Irish origin. He, however, 
traced his ancestry with some pride to the 
mountains of Wales. Hus intellect entitled 
him to the highest positions in the land but 
the exigencies of politics confined him toa 
single termin the United States Senate. He 
was the youngest map that ever entered that 
body. Unfortunately his convivial habits cur- 
tailed his ambition. He died at an age when 
most men feel their power. The young man 
who perished so ignobly at the hands of sav- 
ages the other dav was his only son, and with 
him the family becomes extinct.

Commissioner Jenkins. 


Mr. S. T. Jenkins, Western Commissioner 
for the Atlanta International Exposition, ar- 


‘rived in this city from the East and was met 


at the Southern Hotel this morning by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter. Mr. Jenkins impresses 
one by his general appearance as the right 
man in the’7 right’ place, being 
thoroughly informed as to the condition of 
affairs and very enthusiastic over the splen- 
did vrospects for a successful display. To the 
question, “How is the Exposition progressing 
financially’ Mr. Jenkins replied, **Spleudid- 
lv. Theré is not the slightest trouble in that 
particular. It was originally decided that 
stock to the amount of $100,000 should be of- 
fered, but since that time the amount 
has been doubled and has all 
been taken. Atlanta holds S50, - 


000 of it, New York and Philadelphia 
$25,000 each, and the balance is chiefly held 
by St. Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Chatta- 
nooga, Nashville and Augusta. So success- 
ful bave the Finance Committee been that 
they have abandoned the original design of 
charging fifty cents per foot for display room 
and now only the entry fee will be churgod.” 

‘How about your exposition buildingar’’ 

‘-There will be a prints building in the 
form of a cross. e main partof this will 
be 700 by 100 feet and the smaller part 400 vy 
100.. This building will be situated on the oid 
Atlanta race track, south of the Fair Grounds 
buildings.

Clark 
has secured 1,400 square feet for his cotton 
display. A large tea house in Baltimore 
will have iu Chinese pagoda man- 
ufactured — in China an display 
it atthe Exposition. Every industry will be 
thoroughly represented and on a grand 
stvle.’”’ 

“But whatisto be the outcome of all this 
labor and expense?’”’ : 

‘*In tbe tirst place it will bring together re- 
presentative men and their interchange of 
ideas willbe beneficial. It is a universal 
truth thatthe Southern manufacturers have 
more orders than they can fill, 
By bringing together and com- 
paring the best machinery and products 
irom al) quarters of the United States the 
manufacturing facilities of the South will be 
enhanced. The people of the South have so 
long lookea to the factories of the North tu 
corsume their raw material that now they 
find progress in this line yerv slow. St. Louis 
Evansville, Louisville and Nashville are just 
on the border between the North and South, 
and from a meeting with the representatives 
of both sections they must neces- 
sarily receive much material 
good. This is the opportunity of the South- 
ern manufacturer and its improvement will 
bring prosperity to the whole South.’’ 

Mr. Jenkins, who has been engaged in the 
interest of Southern immigration for the last 
five years, is very sanguine in his 
hopes of complete success of this 
enterprise, and =e he thinks it is 
just what is needed to bring the people of 
the two sections of the country toa just un- 
derstanding of each other’s purposes, and 
that much sectional jealousy thut has hereto- 
fore existed will be removed this 
first **‘World’s Fair of the South.”’

KRING, KOTOVSKY AND ELLIS. 


The Efforts to Save Their Necks and the 
Result. 
The lives of three murderers,Kring, Kotov- 


sky and Ellis, sentenced for execution on Fri- 
day next, depended upon the action of the 
Court of Appeals, where applications for 
supersedeas or stay of execution had been filed 
by counsel representing the respective crimi- 
nals. For some days past Judges Lewis 
and Thompson have been examining 


the bulky records in the Kring and Eliis 
cases, and inthe Kring case it was deter- 
mined to hear argument from the counsel to- 
day before passing upon the application. 
When the Court met with a full bench this 
morning Judge Lewis read out the following: 

The State against Charles Ellis—Upon an 
inspection of the record in this case we are of 
the opinion that there is so much doubt of 
the correctness of the judgment of the trial 
court as to render it expedient to take the 
judgment of the Court of Appeals. The 
execution wsll therefore be stayed pending 
the defendant’s appeal and until otherwise 
ordered by this court. 

Mr. Noland, representing Kotovsky,handed 
up to the bench a communication from Judge 
Laughlin, Which embodied a decision of the 
Criminal Court granting a stay of exeoution 
in the Kotovsky case, The grant was pursu- 
ant to an intimation from Judge Lewis that 
the Appellate dudges had. not suf- 
cient time to exathiné tbc 
record for the , purpose of 
determining whether Kotovsky should be 
granted a stay or supersedeas. Judge 
Laugbiin leftaspace blank in his decision 
for the Appellate Judges to fillin the date 
when it would suitits convenience to hear 
the Kotovsky case. 

Judge Lewis held the document in his 
lingers for afew moments, and then turned 
it over to Judge Thompson on 
his left. Mr. Nolard was

What is going on before the Court. It would 
be refreshing to know.” [Laughter below

Judge Laughlin’s memo. was promptly 
handed over to the Judge onthe right with 
some undertoned apology from the brothers 
on the left, and then Judge Lewis 
remarked that it was not a 
proper matter to bring before the Court. lt. 
was a matter of individual courtesy between 
Judge Laughlin and the Appellate Judges, 
and would be treated inthe proper way off 
the bench. 

The Court then announced that it was pre- 
pared to hear argument upon the application 
for a supersedeas ir the Kring 
case. This is an exceptional 
occurrence and many lawyers are of the opin- 
ion that it may be regarded as unfavorable to 
Kring. ‘The opening remarks were made by 
Mr. L. D. Seward for Kring. He reviewed 
the Court record of this remarkable criminal 
case in Which there have been several trials 
following an indictment returned in 1875 
and one mistrial. The notable 
features inthe history of tbe Krinz case 
were touched upon; the entry of a plea of 
cuiltv of murderinthe second degree by the 
prisoner in 1879; the reversal of the case iit) 
the Supreme Court; the setting aside by the, 
the plea of cuilty;: the!

Seasonable Su tor Tillers 
Soi Clover, 


All farmers acknowledge the great losses 


‘they sustain by allowing their harvesters, 


mowers, plows, cultivators, harrows, grain- 
drills, and other implements to remain out of 
doors when they are notin usein the. fields. 
Most of them acknowledge that these ma- 
chines and tools are destroyed faster by ex- 
posure than by the wear they sustain while 
they arein use. All are ready to admit that 
the practice they followis very expensive; 
they see the error of their ways but they do 
not reform. Those who make any excuse for 
their want ofcare generally state that they 
bave no suitable place in which to store their 
implements, or that they fear that they will 
be burned upifthey putthem ina building. 
Now it will pay any farmer who has the 
means to erect a suitable building for the ex- 
press purpose of storing farm implements 
and wagons, and toiasure the building and 
contents againstioss by fire. If he has not 
the means to do this he should make arrange- 
ments to store them in some building that is 
not on his place. He can follow the example 
of city people in temporarily disposing of the 
stoves and articles of turniture they do not 
wish to use during the summer. ‘They make 
a practice of storing them with some person 
who has asuitable building forthe purpose, 
and who is responsible for their safe keeping 
and return. By pursuing this course they 
insure the safe preservation of the articles 
and havethe use ofthe space they would 
occupy if they were kept at home. 1n nearly 
every country village are buildings that could 
be devoted tothe storage of farm implements 
of muk given by each. it is chiefly owing, 
however, to the difference inthe manner of 
of feeding them. The dairy farmer is very 
eareful to see that be provides at all seasons 
of the year a liberai allowance of the best 
milk-producing food for his cows. He does 
not trust to his pastures to supply it during 
those months when the grass is growing. He 
knows that the growth of grass is largely af- 
fected b¥ the season, being short when drouth 
prevails and poor in quality after protracted 
rains. Heisever watchful to supply any 
deticieyey that may exist. He has cultivated 
large crops that he can eut whenever the 
feed inthe pastures is small in quanity or 
poor in quality. He is careful that every cow 
bas enough to eat every day of the year and 
that the qualitv is the best for the produc- 
tion of milk. Many dairy farmers allow their 
cows a ration of meal, bran, shorts, oil-cake, 
of some sort of ground feed during the time 
the erass inthe pasture is inits best condi- 
tion. They think the cows do better and give 
richer milk,if their food is varied by the 
addition of rich and substantial food. Some 
vive their cows a feed of dry hay, ovcasionally. 
to counteract the effect of eating so much 
screen grass. Farmers who keep but a few 
cows, but give most of their attention to pro- 
duction of tie:d crops, are careless about 
supplying the requisite amount and proper 
kind of tood. They rely entirely on their 
pastures during the summer and fall to fur- 
nish foodjfortheir milch cows, If the feed 
is good and abundant the cows give a large 
amount of milk; but if the reverse is the case 
the vield of mild dimjnishes and at Jength 
the cows become dry. ‘This may be prevent- 
ed by furnishing other kinds of food than 
vrass. IJItmay be in the form of green crops 
raised inthe field and cut and fed when 


needed, or ground feed of any kind ofjgrain. 


It is nearly impossible to bring up a yield of 
milk afterit bas diminished for want of 
suitable food. Farmers should remember 
this Whether they keep few or many cows. 
The most unprotitable stockafarmer can 
keep are cows that do not.give milk enough 
to pay for the expense of their board. 
CURING CLOVER HAY. 

It is far more difheult to make a goodarticle 
of clover hay than of timothy hav. We well 
remember our first few years of experience 
with and solicitude about clover bay. Ilow 
we asked old farmers when was the vest time 
tocut clover for bay and no two agreed. Howe 
we asked how much salt to put onit when 
storing away. One replied, ‘*Puton plenty 
of salt.”? Another said **Yes, don’t be afraid 
to put on lots of salt.’’ A third gave a more 
satisfactory answer, Whenhe said. ‘Don’t 
puton too much.” But none of these an- 
swers are sufficiently detinite to dothe in- 
experienced any good. So we ventured tosay 
to the last dear old farmer: ‘*Well, a wavon- 
load of sajt to aload of hav will be ample, will 
It? 

He took the hint and after a hearty laugh 
said: ‘“*Yes, six quarts of saltis ample fora 
common two-horse-load of clover hay.’’ 

And so we huave found it. A _ reekless 
spreading on of salt is not only a waste of salt, 
but 1t makes the hay less palatable and tends 
to scour the cattie when fed liberally. 

As to the cutting of clover, we would say 
that depends much on the weather, that we 
ean bardly havearule. If one expects to 
take a crop of bay and then a crop of seed, he 
should use diligence to cut the hay as soon as 
the first brown blossoms -appear. 
W hether expecting a crop of seed or not, the 
clover should be cut before the majority of 
blossoms turn brown. At this stage the 
woody fiber forms rapidly and the under 
leaves either become mouldy or dry. 

“Shall we cut and cock it one day and spread 
out again and haul in the next?” we have been 
asked. We answer, no, unless more is cured 
than can possibly be put inthe barn before 
6 p.m., or better, before 5 o’elock. Thebest 
clover bay is made by cutting in the morning 
what can be cured and hauled in the same 
day. Wecut until about 9 o°clock what ean 
be spread and shaken out by noon. Atl 
o’clockK thisis ready to rake up and by 2 
o'clock thetirst loadisinthe barn and no 
time is lost until allisin. We atm to have it 
all in before 5 0’clock. Clover hav gathers 
dampness soon after that hour. Our aim is 
to get clover in from the mow free from all 
exteinal moisture. More thanthis we do not 
aim at, because if it is exposed longer to the 
sunand wind the leaves pulverize and the 
dust is fearful. Put up without any external 
moisture,it will come out brightand frac- 
rant and every leaf preserved. It will be 
seen that this method takes the minimum of 


cutting down and leaving in the swath until 
next day or next week and thenrake and 
haulin and “puton plenty of salt.”’ If a 
farmer Wants pay forthe amountof labor 
done, let him try this latter way of sav- 
ing clover hav. We saw a man rakine 
clover all day yesterday and he did not get it 
allinto windows before 9 o’clock at nigbt. 
This morning it looks as. black as hay exposed 
toarain. Stili be can boast, he got itin 
without a drop of rain. He will save all the 
clover stems and lose the greater part of the 
leaves and all that is leftus of inferior quality. 
The comparative merits of the two methods 
of curing clover bay will be seen inthe stock 
{ed duripg the winter on it. 
THE WEATHER AND BREED.ING. 


A comtemporary notices the fact that Prof. 
Tanner, ofthe Royal Agricultural College, 
kng., one of the best authorities onthe sub- 
ject, says that when the rainfall is smal] and 
the herbage more than usually seant much 
difficulty is found in getting ordinary stock to 
breed, adry dietary being very unfavorable 
for breeding animals and very much retard- 
ing successful impregnation. On the other 
bund, rich, juicy and succulent vegetation is 
very favorable to breeding. In another place 
be remarks that the non-impregnation of the 
female may generally be traced to an excess- 
ive fatne’s in one or both of the animals and 
an absence of constitutional vigor. The 
breeding powers are most energetic when 
animals are in moderate condition, unin- 
fluenced either by extreme fatness or lean- 
nes*. In thisregard we believe the Professor’s 
observations support the analogy of most 
physiologists in regard to the fecundity of the 
human subject. Our attention was drawa to 
the matter by «a curious little pamphiet which 
traced Ireland’s misfortunes to three P+— 
politics, pigs and potatees.

When one has barn room forall the grain 
raised on the farm, we believe it is the cheap- 
est and most economical to haul inthe grain 
just as soon as possible after harvest. In fact, 


harvesting is not done until the grain is safe 


in the barn or stack. But the menand boys 
prefer tothresh out ofthe shock because 
ofthe dust. From their standpoint the 
argument favors threshing from the shock. 
From the proprietor’s standpoint we favor 
threshing from the stack when barnjroom is 
wanting. We prefer it bezause the grain can 
be soon put into safe condition by stacking 
than leaving itinthe shock until a treshing 
machine can be had. The grain will be petter, 
too, if allowed to sweat inthe stack before 
treshing and the straw will be brighter and 
sweeter for feed... In average. weather grain 
can be hauled to stack or barn the fifth day 
after cutting. We often have to wait a month 
fora machine. If there has been much wet 
weather in that time, the grain and straw 
will be more or less damaged. Then, too, the 
force on the farm can usually stack or store 
the grain in better order and at less cost than 
it can be hauled fromthe shock tothe ma- 
chine, when there is a great gang of men and 
teams all onarush. The savings of ex- 
pense and of grain amount to no smal] item. 
Again, when the grainisinthe stack, the 
‘machine ean be run more regularly and con- 
stantly aud with fewer men and teams. From 
three to five teams and five to seven 
men can be saved. The machine can tthus 
thresh more bushels in a day and we have a 
saving of labor and board of men and horses. 
Bv bavine the grain in stack, we ean often 
take the advantage of times and circum- 
stances. We can better arrange for the work, 
as a shower or soft condition of the fields may 
not stop work for the day. A few forks 
full of straw, whichis handy, will protect 
the stack if a shower comes up; but we can 
not cover the tield of shocks. After the grain 
isinthe stack oneisthen free to complete 
his work inthe corn or hay. The work of 
harvesting and laying by corn, all coming to- 
cether, taxes the men and teams tothe ut- 
most, and we do not wish to add te the bur- 
den the meanest and most exhausting werk 
ofthe year—the work of threshing. The 
crain is safely stacked and thatis not heavy 
work for men or teams and we can comforta- 
blv wait a convenient time and select a good 
machine and crew for tbreshing.

The Plan of Construction—Opening Date 
—Engagemenis for Next Season. 


In a few days the People’s Theater now in 
the course of erection at! the southwest cor- 


ner of Sixth and Walnut streets will be under | 


roof. Work on this structure has progressed 
at aremaikably rapid rate since the laying 
of the foundation. In making the cxcava- 
tion the work was seriously impeded by 


the swampy condition of the ground 
at the southeast corner. Tiis 


necessitated digging over 20 feet deep in some 
portions to secure a s"bstantial bed for the 
foundation stones. From this time the 
building went up rapidly. The new theater 
will be opened September 10 by the Horace 
Lingard Stolen Kisses Combination. By that 
date the house will be completed. Its dimen- 
sions are 130 feet on Walnut street by 114 
fect front on Sixth street. This includes the 
stores on Walnut street. The theater proper 
is G9 feet front by 150 feet deep. The stage is 
44 by 67 feet andthe dome 60 feet from the 
parquette. In the central front the vestibule, 
11x40 feet, will be located, and on either side 
ot this the theater offices. Mr. J. B. McEl- 
fatrick, the architect, accompanied a reporter 
through the building this mornmg and amid 
the hammering and sawing of a large force of 
carpenters and clanging of the trowels of the 
bricklayers who are just finishing théir por- 
tion of the contract the plans were explained. 
Just north of the vestibule the evening ticket 
oflice will be situated, and on the souththe 
manager’s and business offices will be loca- 
ted. West ofthe vestibule a foyer 6x38 feet, 
envireles the dress circle chairs, divided off 
from them by a promenade tive feet wide and 
extending around the full front of the build- 
ing. The arrangement of seats will be simi- 
lar to that of Pope’s Theater. A _ nicely 
inclined dress. circle will be separated 
from the parquette by railing. Directlyjover 
the dress circle is the balcony or family circle 
and over this the gallery, Which can be com- 
pletely cut off from the remainder of the 
theater. A spacious winding staircase’ on 
the south leads to this portion of the house. 
The theater is built inno defined style of 
architecture, being rather an innovation on 
the renaissance. The exterior is in stock 
brick with a heavy galvanized iron cornice, 
in the center of the Sixth _ street 
side of which “People’s Theater’? stands out 
in well raised letters. The theater will com- 
fortably seat 2,010 persous, divided as fol- 
lows; parquette 300, dress circle 500, balcony 
or taal circle 510, and gallery 700. Spe- 
cial attention will be paid to the interior dec- 
orations, tinish and the furnishing. It has 
not been detinitelv decided in what style the 
decorations will be done. A number of 
stvies have already been submitted 
to Messrs. W. C. Mitchell and J. A. Robert- 
son, the proprietors, who are determined to 
make the intericr cosy and bright. The 
painting will probably be done in a mixture 
of Eastlake and Japanese and other less 
sombre styles. The purquette and dressjcircle 
will be furnished with maroon upholstered 
plush chairs. Folding opera chairs with 
perforated wood seats will be placed in the 
balcony and benches in the gallery. 
It is expected that 2,000 per- 
sons ean be comfortably seated in 
inthe house when completed, and by means 
of the spacious promenades in the first and 
second tiers and the largejffoyer nearly 5,000 
persons can enjoy an entertainment. 

The matter of escape in case of tire has been

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THE OLD NOTARIES. 


The Appellate Court Asked to Determine 
the Repealing Question. 


Circuit Attorney Harris appeared this 
morning before the Court of Appeals and 
presented anapplication for a writ of 900 
warrants for the purpose of testing the legal 
effect of the repealing section ofthe act re- 
cently passed relating to the Notaries. 

Mr. Harris takes this step ex-officio. It is 
well understood that many Notaries who ob- 


tained their commissions under the old law 
contend that thev can per- 
form their functions until] the date their 


commissions expire. The new law provides 
a repealing clause which wipes out the old 
commissions, but the constitutionality of 
the new law is called in ques- 
lion; and as the matter is a very important 
one. Mr. Harris, for the purpose of judicial- 
ly testing the point at once, has asked that a 
writ be directed against J. P. Hermann, 
Jr., who claims his right still to perform 
the duties of a Notary under bis commis- 
sion. 

Judge Lewis asked whether such an appli- 


cation at this torrid serfon was not a 
matter for the attention of the 
Iiumane Society’ (Laughter.) The court 


could seareely be expected to go into the con- 
sideration of such a matter upon the eve of 
adjournment.
